Rotterdam, March 25. 1701. 

YEfterday I had here a young Lad of 17 years old, 
that can neither read nor write, that out of his head 
will reckon any the moft difficult fumms you can give 
him, even to the utmoft fra&ions. I gave him an ave- 
rage to make of a Ship run aftiore, to fave Ship and Goods 
were worth 13679,14. the charges oft the falvage was 
2931,16. I askt him how much that was per Cent, he 
told me, after a little talking to himfelf, that it was 2 1- 
gild. 9 ft. and a fmall fraction, and fo it is. I askt him
